IN a note addressed to the German Representative at Lisbon on the 20th ultimo, 
the Portuguese Government have proposed, as a solution of the frontier dispute with 
the Sultan of Zanzibar, to accept as frontier ¢ between the Sultanate of Zanzibar 
‘and the Portuguese possessions, the parallel of Cape Delgado (10° 40° southern 
latitude) to the Rovuma Rij 

Her Britannic Majesty's Ambassador in Berlin has in the meantime, on the 14th 
instant, confidentially communicated to the Imperial Government the draft instruc- 
tion for the English Minister at Lisbon, in which the latter is instructed to propose a 
‘solution on the basis that Portugal receives the Minengani district and the Sultan 
receives Tunghi. 

‘When this draft was prepared the above-mentioned Portuguese proposal was 
probably not known in London. 

In view of the altered situation it would perhaps, in the opinion of the Imperial 
Government, be advisable to enlarge the instruction to the En; Representative in 
Lisbon, so as take consideration for the adoption of the parailel ‘of Cape Delgado as 
frontier-line. 

If Her Britannic Majesty's Govermment should desire it, the Imperial Govern- 
ment are prepared to support in Lisbon the English counter-proposal for a settlement 
of the frontier difficulty as formulated in the draft instruction for Mr. Petre.

On my arrival in London I trust to place before your Lordship a Report which 
will be found of service to our mercantile community, and which may serve asa reliable 
Guide in the special work of opening up Eastern tropical Africa,

My tour has been made in the height of the dry season, and therefore under the 
most unfavourable conditions for appreciating the capabilities of the country whether 
for agricultural or. pastoral development ; T have, however, formed a high opinion of 
those capabilities, indeed, except in regard to a few details which examination on the 
spot would cause me to modify, my despatches to your Loniship in 1884-85, and my 
communications to the Maneliester Chamber of Commerce and other public bodies 
during those years in no way exaggerate the value of this region. 

In regard to the construction of a railway to the upland country, north-east of 
Kilimanjaro, which T at the same time advocated the opinion I then formed as to the 
feasibility of such an undertaking have been amply verified. I may confidently state 
that I have now roughly survey hich will shorten the journey to the snow 

tain to 160 miles, the trade roads hitherto followed by caravans exceeding 290 

The route fam submitting to your Lordship in my Report avoids all but a few 
low hills and follows almost a direct line from Mombasa tothe small lakes. below 
Useri, which point would become, ad interim, the terminus of such a line whether its 
eventual extension to the Victoria Lake and Soudan passes through the length of ‘the 
Masai country, of along the base of the Ukamba range. 

‘Throughout its course this route presents no engincering difficulties; for the first 
30 miles from the coast the usual depressions and low hills of the maritime region are 
found, but a fow simple cuttings and embankments would be the only works required 
in their passage. Beyond this the country is practically a level plain  Fising 

reeptibly from 500 to 2,500 feet elevation, without a riveror even a swamp having 
to be crossed. ‘the whole route is au uubvol land ; there is a scarcity of 
surface water during the dry season, but there are indications of a vast storage a litle 
below the surface. "The pasturage is generally short sweet grass, averaging 8 inches 
in height, except where kept down by game; it is interspersed with dwarf thorn, chony, 
tnd bastard teak trees, suitable for sleepers and fuel. After the first 30 miles no 
regular drainage would have to be provided; the grass once cleared would require no

‘On receipt of your telegram I communicated with Captain Woodward, C-B., 

mnior Naval. Officer, who took measures to have the proceedings of the two 

Portuguese men.of-war then in harbour watched. ‘There were at that time three British 
menot-war in harbour, viz., the “Turquoise,” “ Reindeer,” and “ Kingfisher 
these the" Titrquoise” had been for some months here, while the other two had been 
eugaged in ertizing on the coast in connection with the Slave Trade, ‘They ad been 
Seealied to Zanzibar a week previous to the arrival of your Lordship’s telegram in 
Oriler to prepare for the expected visit of Admiral Sir Frederick Richards on his 
annual tour of inspection. 

‘On the 12th September I received your Lordship's telegram No. 42 requesting me 
to ascertain whether there were any terms of arrangement or compromise short of 
absolute surrender by Bortugal which would be acceptable to the Sultan. 
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Thad an audience with His Highness shortly after the receipt of your Lordship's 
telegram, and after some conversation elicited from him that he was exceedingly 
grateful to the Governments of England and Germany for the trouble they wore 
Eiking in this matter, and that he placed himself unreservedly in their hands, and 
Whatever decision they arrived at on the subject he would cheerfully accede to 5 also, 
that he did not wish to make trouble between the various Governments, and he hoped 
that Her Majesty's Government would have no quarrel with the Portuguese on Nis 
account. 

T also elicited from His Highness that he was quite of the opinion that he could 
sweep the Portuguese from the coast by calling on the, various Arab tribes and 
Preaching a holy war. I pointed out to His Highness the inconvenience of this pro- 
Feeding, ‘more especially as his capital was. situated on the sea-shore and quite 
Ciudefended. I: is evident that His Highness fecls very deeply on this subject, not so 
jnuch on account of the actual loss of territory as on account of the loss of prestige in 
the eyes of his Arab subjects. He complained most bitterly that the Portuguese had 
attacked him in February last without giving him notic 

‘On the 13th, one of the Portuguese men-of-war, the 

‘Aden. On the 15th September Admiral Sir Frederick Richards, 
Of the East India Station, arrived in Her Majesty's ship “ Bacchante,"” accompanied 
by Her Majesty's ship “Mariner,” and on the following moming the Portuguese 
Commissioner, M. Capello, left for Mozambique in the Portuguese man-of-war 
“Alfonso Albuquerque.” ‘He wrote to the Sultan's Commissioner previous to is 
departure, saying that he had to leave on account of ill-health, and added that he 
hoped that his absence would only be of temporary nature. 

“Admiral Sir Frederick Richards arrived, as I have stated, on the 16th September, 
two days before he was expected. Th ed mo, was due to his not having 
put into Tunghi Bay, for, knowing 4 y was under dispute, he did not 
‘rish in any way to hurt the susceptibilities of the Potugues 

‘On the 19th September I received your Londship’s telegrams Nos. 43. and 44, in 
which your Lordship calls my attention to the fact that the Minister for Foreign 
Affaireat Lisbon had complained of the arrival of an English squadron at Zanzibar at 
a moment when Portugal was called upon to abstain from any acts of violence. 

"As T have already pointed out, no. such squadron ever arrived, On the Ist 
September, the date in question, three British men-of-war were in harbour and had 
Deen so for some time previous so as to prepare for the annual inspection by the 
Admiral. 

Tt was as well, however, that this was the case, as the * Alfonso Albuquerque.” 
‘could otherwise easily have made a similarly sudden attack to the one she assisted in 
on the 23nt February Inst. I would also point out t Lordship that, the 
S“partholomeo Diz" ‘had been lying at anchor within a few hundred yards of the 
Sultan's Palace ever sinee the commencement of the negotiations, and {hat she was 
joined by the “Alfonso Albuquerque” about a week after the commencement of the 
same.

‘THLE Germans possess the Witu district, which they hold as a German Protectorate, 
not under Concession from the Sultan. This being so, it must be admitted under the 
free trade system laid down by the Congo Conference. The British Company, on the 
other hand, holds the small part of the coast which has been left open to them under « 
Concession from the Sultan, and so subject to the fiscal system of the Commercial 
‘Treaties. Tt would thus seom natural that (lie 18 miles of coast from the ‘Tana mouth 
to Kipini, which are undoubtedly: part of the Sultan's dominions, should be governed 
by the Sultan's concessionnaire, and not by the agents of a foreign State bound by an 
‘opposite f 

The Ozi mouth is certain to become a place of increasing importance—in our 
hands it will be of great value, in the hands of the Witu State it might prove a serious 
difficulty. We now hold it by fair and honourable means, we know its value, and I 
fail to see a single argument likely to induce the British Company willingly to 
abandon it to their competitors.

Baron Plessen said that he had been instructed, as it was desirable that any 
doubt on this point should be excluded for the future, to mention the subject, and to 
suggest that the British Representative in Zanzibar should receive instructions to 
support the German view. 

He added that he was at the same time instructed to ask whether Her Majesty's 
Government had given their assent to the ‘Treaty concluded between the English 
East African Company under M. Mackinnon with the Sultan of Zanzibar, relative 
to the taking over by the Company of the government of the coast territory between 
the Umba River and Kipini. 

He observed confidentially that, looking to the German relations with Witu, his 
Government would have preferred that the Sultan should have entered into an 
A rent concerning his possessions to the north of the Tana mouth, and up to 
Kipini, with a German rather than with an English Colonial Company.

‘M. le Baron, Foreign Office, October 31, 1887. 

‘WITH reference to your verbal communications of the 28th and 30th ultimo, and 
of the 17th instant, respecting the alleged encroachment on the English sphere of 
influence in Eas: Africa by officials of the German Witu Company, and respecting tho 
Concession granted by the Sultan of Zanzibar to Mr. Mackinnon, T have the honour to 
acquaint you that Her Majesty's Government admit that the view of the Imperial 
Government as to the boundary of the British sphere is correct. 

The boundary was undoubtedly fixed at the known mouth of the ‘Tana; the 
distit Wetweon that mouth and the Ont is consequently not within the British 
sphere. 

Her Majesty's Goverment will inform the Acting British Agent and Consul- 
General that he must rectify any misconception whieh may exist a8 o the interpre: 
tation of the Anglo-German Agreement on this point, 

‘There is, however, no doubt as to the right of the Sultan of Zanzibar to include 
in his Concession to Mr. Mackinnon any part of the coast recognized as belonging to 
him, which is not comprised in either the British or Gorn fluence, ane 
that consequently the concessionnaire’s claim to the coast ar and to 
the interior territory up to the 10-mile limit, is unquestional 

Her Majesty's Government would prefer not to interfere with the disposition by 
His Highness of territory over which he has the sole control, It is satisfactory to 
earn that that control is still intact, as the reports as to encroachments by the Witu 
Company on the portion of his dominions lying between the Tana and the Ozi are 
believed by the Imperial Government to be incorrect. 

T have to observe, as regards the suggestion respecting the transfor of the adminis. 
tration of this district from the English Company to the Witu Company, that it would 
obviously be more convenient that this small strip of territory, which must, at present, 
remain under the Sultan's fiscal system, should be included ‘in a Concession dealing 
exclusively with a coast-line belonging to His Highness, than that it should be hetd 

Company: working outside his tecritory under a separate fiscal system. From 
this point of view the advantage of its fo part of the territory to be adminis- 
tered under the British Concession ap] isputable. 

In answer to your inquiry as to the position of the Mackinnon Concession, I have 
to state that it has been signed by the Sultan and by the agent of the Company. 

‘The assent of Her Majesty's Government has not been considered necessary, but it 
as been examined, and does not appear to contain any provisions which a British 
Company could not properly accept.

Uy his Excellency the Mi nd by the Prince Chancellor. 

‘Phe perfect conscio ce of their proceedings, ax well as the 
absolute propriety of the same, would no doubt guarantee to them a favourable decision 
of the Court of Arbitration, “The nature, however, of the accomplished facts, as well 
‘as all the circumstances which accompanied the recent dispute with Zanzibar, from its 
yery origin and throughout its whole course, rendered it impossible for His Majesty's 
Government to submit even to the chance of an award the possession and occupation 
of territories which had ever so long been claimed by the Crown of Portugal as 
Helonging to it.

From this note, written in accordance with the express iustructions of Earl Russell, 
in reply tothe potent made a Til, tne before in London by Count Lavradio, three 
very important conclusions are to be inferred with reference to the matter now under 
discussion :— 

1, That in the opinion of that eminent statesman, then Her Britannic Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of Biate for Foreign Affairs, the Convention of 1817 did actually and 
explicitly recognize the dominions of the Crown of Portugal on the two coasts of Afr 

'2, That were it not for the references made to Lord Dudley's note, to the states 
ments of which Lord Russell declared his adhesion, no other point of dispute is found to 
exist as regards the boundaries of the Portuguese dominion on the East Coast of Africa, 
with the exception of that relating to Lourenco Marques, in spite of the fact that Cape 
Delgado and a great part of the Bay of Tunghi were at the time, notwithstanding the 
protests of the Portuguese Government, in the possession, as stated, of His Highness 
fhe Sultan, whose independence had recently been guaranteed and recognized by 

reat Britain and Franee on the 10th March, 186: 

8, ‘That Lord Dudley's interpretation, to the effect that Cape Delgailo and the Bay 
of Lourenco Marques were not included in, but that they were excluded from, the delimi- 
tation as fxed by, and from the recognition set forth in, the End Article of the Conven- 
tion, bad fallen through, inasmuch as the idea of the inclusion of Lourenga Marques bad 
been accepted, and solely reserving the doubt as to what was meant by that name. 

‘This doubt, however, could not be maintained as regards Cape Delgado, and if the 
principle or interpretation as to including the southera limit formed by the bay were 
Admitted, the sme principle must also be admitted as regards the northern Timit, j.ty 
Cape Delgado, 

Tt seems, therefore, that it has been proved that a good many eminent British 
statesmen have, in more than one document, attached to the Und Article of the Conver 
tion of 1817 not only the weight of a formal recognition—as the Portuguese Govern 
ment have constantly done—but they have also invested it, considering the precise words 
tused in regard to this matter which’ formed the subject of so lengthy dis 
cussions, with an importance which is far from being in accordance nation, 
cin a vague manner,” of a zone where the Slave ‘Trade might be continued. Such are 
the very modest proportions to which Her Britannic Majesty's Government, in the 
Memorandum of the 18th November last, now endeavours to reduce the importance of 
that ancient Convention concluded between tivo friendly and allied natious. 

‘The express reservation of the rights asserted by ithe Crown of Portugal to the 

session of the territorics of Cabinda and Molembo, both in the Treaty of 1815 and 
Ja the Convention of 1817, is also per se an evident proof that it was the intention of the 
two High Conttacting Parties to define in a precise manner, and not roughly, the terric 
tory possessed by Portugal, and also of the importance attached on both sides to the 
fact of the recognition as Inid down in the Ind Article of the Convention. 

Now, this interpretation, to which, as has thus been proved, both Governments have 
from the very commencement of the question assented on more occasions than one, is 
the same which has been admitted more or less by every European Chancery when 
called upon to examine any questions connected with the Portuguese dominions. in 
Africa, “Numerous passages and references could be quoted in proof of this assertion. 
It will, however, be sufficient to mention a very recent one, which, in view of its clearness 
and meaning, is specially applicable to the present i
